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HOW TO PLOW WELL. 


The Western Itural sivos tlio follow- 


ing directions for plowing, which lire us 
nearly pet-feet as language without, illus- 
(ration can give: 


There lira throe principal tilings ne- 


cessary to good plowing—first, tlio abili- 
ty to properly guide a learn; second, 
knowledge nnd tad to arrange tho plow 
to tho work In hand ; and, third, an 
intelligence in ganging tho furrow. 
These being learned, the rest Is ensy. 


The greatest difficulty with plowmen 


is in laying out and llnishing tho lands. 
This being properly understood, the act 
of plowing becomes sitnplo enough. 
.Let 113 give one easy, efficient and ordi- 
nary phtn : Sot n line oC light stakes 
across the field : gauge tho reins ao tliat, 
when placed on l.liu team handle ot the 
plow, at the point where it is gnwpc-d 
liy the hand, the team being, in motion, 
they will just bear Iclndly on the hits of 
the horses. Place the team so lh.it thu 
lino of vision will bo over llio mold- 
board of the plow and between thehorsi-8 
to the stakes. Set tho plow so that it 
will turn a furrow from onu-hulf to 
three-quarters tlio depth tho hind is to 
bo plewed ; grasp the lines with two 
lingers of the left hand, at the near or 
left side of tho handle, so that, when 
the rein is pulled straight back, there 
will bo H-vcnigo enough against the 
liandlo with tho off rein to draw both 
alike. Thus, milling slightly to the left 
will swerve tlio team to the right and 
easing on the leln will biing them to 
tho left. A steady rein will keep them 
Btralght; and, however fresh the team 
may be, if steady, no trouble will lio ex- 
perienced in keeping them in a direct 
line to do good work. Thero i; no ot her 
lilaii that we have ever tried by which a 
team is under so good control, 
Sumo 


practice is required by the plowman to 
do good work, but less than 'any other 
plan, not even excepting the Jrish way 
of grasping a rein in each hand whili; 
holding the plow. 


Keeping the eye directly along tlio 


stakes, seek to so plow them down Hint 
they shall fall sideways. 
Upon reach- 


ing a stake, do not slop, but continue to 
the end of the furrow. Bringing the 
team 
directly 
about, 
guago 
the 


plow to cut the full depth you wish to 
work. Turn the next slice and the pre- 
vious one into the furrow already open- 
ed, stopping at each stake to place them 
for the next land ; and thus proceed un- 
til you have reached the starting point. 
Then go once moro about, drawing 
two moro furrows. 
An ordinary plow- 


man may then be ti listed to finish two- 
thirds or three-(|iiartcrs of the land. 


In plowing the lands after they aro 


tho surface. Broods of chlcltons never 
do bolter with us than on tho grassy 
brows or putthoa abutting upon the 
growing crops, either of corn or pulse, 
Into which they rim either for Insects or 
for shelter. 
Tho roof of the coop 


should bo water-tight, and tho coop 
should often bo removed, having only 
tho natural ground for tho floor. The 
ground soon gets tainted unless you re- 
move thti coop. You can hardly make 
somo people good managers of poultry 
if they lack observation ami judgment. 
These aro especially necessary in the 
breeding of poultry. Your male birds 
should bo often changed, say at least 
ono In two years, and they should to 
young and vigorous. Breeding In-and- 
in will not do, any moro Hum It will 
with animals. 
J consider winged game, 


poultry, and birds, the farmers' friends. 
My poultry have access nt nil limes to 
my fields, fowls are very useful in 
clearing off Illli's. I 
oftun been 


amused at seeing the neat and quick 
manner of their taking files from re- 
posing bullocks and sheep, much to 
their comfort."

When tlmre Is plen- 


ty of room, us on u I'm m, l,uys should 
own a horse, or a cow, or have a given 
poition of tho gardun to eulllvmn. 
Hirls should be allowed to piiKiess a bee- 
hive, or H certain minilx-r of hens, or 
frnilbeai Ing vines. Something of value, 
tliitl by euro and cultivation Increases 
ami iel.ni us a value for Itself. Children 
will ac(|iilre an interest and dcrlvo u 
happiness f,-om this fonu 0( |,nliuitry 
that will repay the elforl and trial. 
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laid out, the lines, without any detri- 
ment to the woik, may bo canicd 
around the hips of the plowman ; but if 
the team be fairly trained, they may he 
lightly hold with llio two lingeis of llio 
left hand, or even be allowed to rest 
upon the handle, which leaves UK- body 
entirely free ; and it Is the motion of the 
bidy as much as anything elsu that as 
sists in doing perfect work. 


Kiicli bolt about (he plow should 1111 


the holes, and every mitshouUl be drawn 
tight. Tlio beam should be in direct 
line of draught, so that, when tlio train 
is going forward, the plow will cut its 
01 dinary funow with the guide pin in 
the centre hole of iho beam, and when 
tho side of the plow is miming level,- 
fie furrow slice shall be turned natural- 
ly, and perfectly in the preceding fur- 
row. 
If this be carefully attended to. 


any intelligent man can be tiniglil in 
liair a day on clear laud, to do fair work 
iu plowing, by instructing him In hold- 
ing tho plow, gimging and turning lh 
furrow, and in bringing tho team am 
plow about at the ends. 


It is e\en more dilliciilt to flnitli t 


l.mcl neatly and well, than to lay it out 
the principal thing is to see that th< 
team draws even, and walks direct!} 
forward. >fot only must thi.i be ob- 
served, but, having a sti ip i-i|ual to two 
furrow slices, tho plow should be gaug- 
ed to take a furrow only two-thiids 
the usual depth. Having turned one oC 
the furrows thus,re-adjust the plow to the 
oidinary gauge, and turn tho last fur- 
row, making no bulks. If it be nucossa- 
rjr to clean [lie furrow for drainage, tho 
plow may be passed again, back 
forth, leaving the centre full of mellow 
o.irth, through which the wafer will 
Percolate readily. 


Excellence ill plowing consists in lay. 


ing out the lands, and thereafter keep- 
ing tho furrows perfectly straight; In 
having them of uniform thickness, and 
in laying them in such manner that 
they may best continue pormcablo tn 
the air ; in perfectly covering weeds 
and tinat,. *,> that they might not In- 
terfero with the mibseiiucnt working of 
tlio crops; in so \nrjliig Hie imple- 
ments that they mav di> as perfect work 
as possible, whether in mellow soil, stiff 
cl.iys, union!; rubbish or weeds, in stilf 
sod or ordinary SUM id. All these must 
be reached by study-not only of the 
proper shape of tho plow used, but also 
of tho nature of the soil to be worked. 


All this the farmer should understand. 


To the mere plowman it is not essential. 
It is, however, essential that he bo able 
to take a team alone, slake and strike 
out the lands; adjust and io-adjiist the 
plow, to suit tho vaiious contingoncie.s 
that may arise, and to perform his work 
in a uniform nnd a workmanlike man- 
ner. Tills constitutes good plowing, 
and the performer IN a good plowman. 
The perfect plowman is ho who can, 
not only do all this, but knows why it 
should be so done. This constitutes in 
telligem labor. What portion of our 
plowman may propcily claim this per- 
fection. Comparatively few. Why not? 
The simple act of plowing, the knowl- 
edge when and how to do it properly, in 
one of the most important labois of tho 
farm. It is often what makes or caiws 
serious loss thereon.

They must have access to plon- 
ty of pure water. Tho quality of the 
eggs depends upon the finality of tho 
food.

They must have some ac- 
cess to shelter In wet weather. Fowls 
will not be long healthy on tin. sumo 
ground or yard—the earth gets tainted,
